AN ACT

To amend section 318 of the Communications Act of 1934, as
amended, to enable the Federal Communications Commis-
sion to authorize translator broadcast stations to originate
limited amounts of local programing, and to authorize fre-
quency modulation (F'M) radio translator stations to operate
~unattended in the same manner as is now permitted for
television broadcast translator stations.

1 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-
2 tives of thé United States of America in Congress assembled,
3 That clause (3) of the first proviso of section 318 of the
4 Communications Act of 1934 (47 U.S.C. 318) is amended—
5 (1) by striking out “solely” and inserting in lieu
6 thereof “primarily”’, and
7 (2) by striking out “television”.
